A high temperature of 91 was 
recorded that day*and the ther- 
mometer has gone higher every | 
day since, 

But the weatherman, who com- 
plains about the heat just as any- | 
one else, says things aren't so bad 
here. Humidity has been below 
normal during the hottest days of 
the period, and that brings the 
temperature more nearly’ ap- 
proaching what he calls ‘comfort 
temperature’ which has nothing 
to do with a thermometer, but 
indicates the individual’s ability to 
cool off by evaporation of perspi- 
ration, 

Altitude Is Factor, 

Another in Atlanta's fa- 
VOr, far heut concern- 
her 1 VUU-foot 

Which has given her tem- 
iveruging five degrees 
cooler than neighboring towns 
nearer sea level, ‘That five 
degrees is pretty generally true ol 
heat,’ Glen Jefferson, local me- 
teorologist, said yesterduy. “You 
can knock off five degrees fol 
every 1,000 feet.” 

It wasn’t so bad in Atlanta any- 
way, weather bureau officials 
pointed out, comparatively speak- 
ing. For when Atlanta was en- 
joying the,coolness of a maximum 
96 degrees this week, Augusta was 
roasting at 105. Savannah report- 
ed 102, as did Jacksonville. Char- 
leston and Macon had 101 read- 
ings. Monticello reported 104 de- 
grees, Columbus 102 and La- 
Grange 100. 

Those were the hot 
meteorologist pointed out. Not At- 
lanta, where 96 was one of the 
lowest maximums reported in this 
part of the country. 

Record Is 103. 

The meteorologist described At- 
lanta’-as a cool city anyway, and 
dug out dusty records to prove it. 
The highest temperature ever re- 
corded here was 103 degrees, on 
July 12, 1930. 

Atlanta’s longest heat wave (in 
the terms of the weather bureau 
that consecutive days in which 
the thermometer goes to 90 de- 
yrees or above) occurred in 1932. 
It lasted 18 days, from July 10 to 
July 27, 

So Atlanta can 
the thermometer 
every day through 
If it fails to get that high, there 
will be no new heat record, and 
nobody, especially the perspiring, 
shirt-sleeved weatherman will 
give a hoot.

Battle of Atlanta 

Today. 78 years age, was fought the Battle 
of Atlanta. 

It might have been said, of course, to have 
becun before that when Joe Johnston crossed 
the Chattahoochee with his plan to attack the 
Federal columns as they crossed Peachtree

It might have been said to have begun in 


one of the earlier skirmishes.| But it was on 
Jwly 22 that Hood, newly in |command after 
the removal of Joe Johnston, made his first 
maior attack to begin the actual defense of 
Atlanta. Hood had taken command on the 19th. 

His first major effort was fairly successful. 

On July 21 he had his engineers stake out a 
new line of defenses for Atlanta and withdrew 
his whole army with the troops of Stewart, 
Cheatham and Smith manning the main de- 
fenses. 

General Hardee’s troops were selected for 
the turning movement on the 22nd. The ti oops 
were somewhat shaken up from the fighting at 
Peachtree creek on the 20th, but Hardee’s men 
wéte believed fresh enough for the effort. 


The plan called for Hardee to start his corps 
in action at nightfall on a wide “sweep to get 
behind McPherson's left ,flank. Wheeler's 
cavalry was to assist. 

Hardee was delayed and it was after mid- 
night when the last of his men marched out 
of Atlanta. They were in unfamiliar territory, 
the guides got lost and it was very dark. 

Nevertheless, when they burst out of the 
undergrowth the next morning, their attack was 
a complete surprise. He drove back the Fed- 
erals. took 2,000 prisoners, eight guns and 13 
standards of colors. The Federals repulsed the 
attack at great cost, including the loss of 
General McPherson. 

This attempt by Hardee was a tactic employ- 

ed in the present war. It was an attempt at a 
break-through to get behind the Federal lines. 
This battle generally is referred to as The Bat- 
tle of- Atlanta. 
3 It is reckoned as one of the bloodiest battles 
the war. The Confederate loss was about 
2500 killed and 6,500 wounded. The Federal 
loss was estimated as 3,521 killéd. 

Hood criticized Hardee severely, saying he 
had been late and had not carried the attack 


of 


hard enough. 

There was much criticism in the ranks of 
the Confederate army then. The end was near, 
although few would admit it, but fought on 
with that courage which has become a great 
tradition and a glory. 


Joe Johnston had been relieved, to the 


distress of his men. Some had quit and gone 


home at the news. Jefferson Davis had been 
sending messengers to Johnston demanding 
that he make a stand. George C. Vest, later 
a member of the United States senate, reached 
Johnston a day before his replacement by Hood. 
He made the error of quoting President Davis 
as saying: “If I were in his place, I could whip 
Sherman now.” 

Johnston replied: “Yes, I know -Mr. Davis 
thinks he can do a great many things that other 
men would hesitate to attempt. For instance, 
he tried to do what God had failed to do, He 
tried to make a soldier out of Braxton Bragg.” 
Vest reported that Johnston seemed likely 
fall back to Macon and make it the base of

The Withholding Tax 


The nation’s tax bill attracts interest because 
it reveals the staggering cost of war. It reveals 
also how much it will touch the lives of all the 
people. 

There is, however, but one innovation in the 
bill. 

That is the so-ca'led withholding tax to be 


‘levied on wages, bond interest and dividends, 


which is to start at 5 per cent next January 1, 
and to advance to 10 per cent in 1944. 

Actually, it is not an additional tax. 

It provides for the advance collection at the 
source of a part of the taxes on income for the 
year in which the deductions are made. 

Employers, more especially head bookkeep- 
ers and business office managers, already are 
looking pale. It will require a burden of book- 
keeping be assumed by employers. 

They must, to begin with, obtain from each 
employe a signed statement of his family 
status. They must then deduct, each pay day, 
an Amount equal to 5 per cent of the excess 
over a specific exemption. 

For example, the tax applies to all wages 
over $11 per week for single persons and to all 
over $26 for married persons with a credit of 
$8.50 for each dependent. Statements must be 
rendered to employes stating the amount of 
taxes moneyso collected in his name. When 
income taxes come due, on March 15, wage and 
Salary earners will deduct from the amount of 
their taxes, the amounts already collected at 
the source. 

Professional and self-employed persons will 
have a more complicated plan to follow. 

The plan will be an extra burden at the 
beginning. Once the transition period is com- 
pleted, it will ease the load. It will be a pay- 
as-you-go program. It also will serve as an 
anti-inflation buffer, by taking that money out 


of circulation. -

If Dr. Willard H. Dow, noted chemist and 
president of the Dow Chemical Company, knows 
what he is talking about, the war-created short- 
age of rubber will be greatly relieved late this 
summer when the synthetic rubber “Thiocol” will 
begin retreading a million tires a month, tus 
solving much of America’s pressing transporta- 
tion problem. 

In a statement given out recently, Dr. Dow 
credited the discovery of this rubber substitute to 
Dr. J. C. Patrick, of Kansas City, who came upon 
it in 1929 while trying to perfect an antifreeze 
solution. The Kansas City experimenter mixed 
ethylene dichloride with sodium polysulfide and 
to his surprise obtained a gummy substance which 
looked very much like rubber and_ actually 
bounced. 

Chemists and tire manufacturers, Dr. Dow 
said, have been seeking substitutes for rubber, 
“but never among the thermoplastics.” “Once 
these are accepted,” he predicted, “we shall go 
forward, and I think we will never return to 
natural rubber after the war, however abundant 
it may become.”

a. noon, the parade went on. There was 
such& shrieking of sound that the loudspeakers placed at the street 
corners and in the parks to allow the broadcast to be heard, gave 
back a tinny reproduction of the sound. 

They came at last to the city hall of the city of Vienna. That 
city then was one with a population of about 2,000,000 persons. 

As they reached the platform and took their places, there was 
a bugle blast over the suddenly alive loudspeakers. It penetrated 
the shouting. 

There. fell a silence which was so deep as to be indescribable. 
We were jammed, some 300,000 of us, before and around that 
building. Yet the silence was so.deep I could hear men and women 
about me breathing. I could hear the cold, spring wind rustle the 
small branches of a tree near by. It was an uncanny feeling. One 
could hear that silence. . 

They had ordered that at noome for a period of 
no man, woman or child in all Germany or Austria 
or move. They had ordered that no traffic should

The-voice of Joseph Goebbels began to speak, proclaiming the 
official union of Austria and of Germany. 

It rather staggered the imagination to realize that: in all Gere 
many and Austria some 70 millions of persons were silent, still, 
listening to that voice. 

And then it was over... 


THE FIRST FRUITS There followed, beginning at 1 o'clock, 
the parade of Austrian youth. 

They had been teaching thém since the occupation. They had 
taught them songs of hatred. They were taught to hate the French, 
to hate the English, to hate the Jews. 

I stood there all afternoon watching them go by. 

I watched their faces. Most of them marched. Some of them 
rode on bicycles. Others were in trucks, with banners flung out 
to the wind. But most of them marched. 

I remember one song— 

“How beautiful is steel, 

How beautiful is iron, 

How beautiful to see an enemy of the state 
Burn at the stake of torture...” 

So it went—children and young men and women singing it 
and others. 

[ remember fighting back tears. I thought about our people 
back home—peaceful and decent. I thought of them trying to 
make their children better citizens than they themselves had heen. 
I thought about our churches and their young people's organizations 
teaching Christianity and its principles of gentleness and decency 
and humanity. 

Standing there, I took an oath. I promised myself that as long 
as I lived I would oppose in any way I could, small or great, those 
who taught hatred and intolerance, those who deceived the people 
for their own gain, those who would déstroy the ideals of America 
with hatreds and intolerances. 

That is what I remember best of that trip, that day, April! 9, 
1938, when a man who had become the dictator of Germany had 
made his first conquest and was showing forth the first fruits of 
iti—hatreds and intolerance.

Man Can Crack a Whip 
Over Another

In a friendly little town in Arkansas, where all are neighbors 
and equals, there are but two Jew merchants. 

The older one, who sells dry goods, has two sons in the service. 
Though he speaks with an accent, there is nothing in his appear- 
ance to indicate his Jewish blood. He is polite, friendly, well- 
behaved, and has always been regarded as a good citizen. Every- 
body calls him Abe. 

The prejudice against him was hidden and silent and nobody 
suspected it. 

Some weeks ago a colored woman ‘from the country entered 
Abe's store and bought a 98-cent pair of “Sunday” shoes for her 
little girl. Such shoes are made for show and not for wear. They 
are carried to thé churchyard, put on for the service, and re- 
moved for the walk home. But this pair of shoes received hard 
wear. 

Two weeks after buying them the colored woman returned to. 
Abe's store, on a Saturday, placed the wrecked shoes on a counter 
and loudly demanded refund of her money. 

The more Abe tried to reason with her, the louder and more 
abusive she became. Everybody in the store turned to listen. 

A passing cop, hearing the noise, stepped inside the store and 
the woman appealed to him. He heard her story and said to Abe: 
“Give the woman her money.” 

Abe's face flushed and he cried: ‘You have no right—” 

But the cop interrupted: “Better do as I tell you, or you'll 
wish you had.” 

Abe placed a dollar bill on the counter and turned away, 
humiliated and helpless. 

Of course the cop had no lawful right to interfere. And as 
he would not have dared to give orders to any other merchant in 
town, neither would the colored woman have dreamed of speaking 
to any other merchant as she had spoken to the Jew. 

When Abe later appealed to the mayor he was told: “Better 
let it drop. After all, there is nothing involved but a 98&-cent 
pair of shoes, and you cant’ afford to make trouble about a little 
thing like that. 

Nothing invaived but a pair of shoes? What about justice? 
What about freedom from tyranny? What about equality before 
the law? What about human dignity, and the right of every man 
to look every other in the face and tell him where to go? 

Whether the money should have been refunded is not the ques- 
tion. The question is whether we really believe in the human 
freedom for which we are fighting, or believe only in the free- 
dom for our own—as Hitler does. 
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“Il haven't had a minute’s peace since that time he was 
lost for 24 hours.”

GRAVE ? 


On JuNE 19, 1786, Nathanael Greene died upon 
his plantation, Mulberry Grove, in Georgia. His 
remains were interred with military honors and an 
impressive ceremony in the Old Colonial Cemetery 


in the City of Savannah. Many wit- 
nesses, among whom were members 
of his family and surviving mem- 
bers of the Georgia Society of the 
Cincinnati, were present. Strangely 
enough, in a comparatively short time 
after the burial, all trace of the exact 
spot in which the General’s body was 
buried was lost, as no tablet had been 
placed to mark the grave. His widow, 
who had remarried, had moved with 
her family to Cumberland Island, one 
hundred fifty miles away, and none of the Greene 
family visited the cemetery for forty years. When 
Christ Church gave the cemetery to the city to be 
converted into a park, changes were made in the 
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property which further complicated matters. Sev- 
eral official searches were made with no results, and 
it remained for Nathanael Greene, M.D., L.L.D., 
President of the Rhode Island Society of the Cin- 
cinnati, the General’s grandson, to complete the 
search.
